Feeding Hills man 
creates aquatic art

one of his favorite hobbies is to rescue and 
restore classic examples of one of America’s 
most popular type of water transportation. 

Three years ago the Feeding Hills resident 
immersed himself in buying and restoring an- 
tique wood/canvas canoes. But he doesn’t col- 
lect them just to turn them into pristine works 
of art. Instead, he rebuilds the canoes to their 
original condition so he can enjoy them regu- 
larly as they were intended to be used. 

“I love the feeling I get when paddling a 
wood and canvas canoe. It’s like no other type 
of canoe. It moves, it flexes, and it responds to 
every paddle stroke that connects you to the 
water,’ said Brown, a landscape designer and 
certified horticulturist. 

Wood/canvas canoes built by various com- 
panies in Canada and in Maine evolved di- 
rectly from the early birch-bark canoes made 
by American Indians. These canoes were most 
prevalent in this country from the 19th cen- 
tury until modern aluminum canoes were in- 
troduced at the end of World War II. 

The transition to aluminum construction 
sparked a revolution in mass-producing ca- 
noes. Today, along with aluminum, modern 
canoes are built from a variety of materials, 
including fiberglass, plastic, Kevlar, and other 
manufactured fibers.

Agawam landmark 
closes after 33 years

AGAWAM - Frank Pignatare’s Citgo 
Service Center has closed after 33 years in 
business. The Agawam establishment held 
a retirement open house Saturday, Aug. 11, 
to say a final farewell to loyal customers. 

“Td like to see a lot of my customers that 
[’ve worked with for a long time,” said own- 
er Frank Pignatare. “Some of my customers 
have been with me since the day I opened 
the doors. It’s kind of a bittersweet thing 
because I’m going to love to get out of here, 
but hate to go. I’ve met a lot of nice people 
over the years.” 

Pignatare recalled driving home one day 
while working as a mechanic for HP Hood’s 
truck division and seeing opportunity in a 
closed down gas station back at the end of 
the energy crunch. 

“I was going by with my foot up on the 
dash because I broke my knee and thought, 
‘Oh, look, it’s for sale,” he laughed. “We 
went from there and it was all luck.” 

Pignatare and his late wife, Carol, opened 
the service center in September 1979 and 
built their customer base from scratch. His 
brother, Ronald, also a mechanic, helped 
him to get the shop up and running. 

Over the years, the service station has 
repaired over 17,000 vehicles and provided

Cops: Speed a factor 
in Saturday crash 


Motorcycle operator sustains serious injuries

AGAWAM — A motorcycle operator re- 
portedly sustained serious injuries when he 
crashed into a utility pole over the weekend, 
according to a statement issued by Agawam 
Police Lt. Eric Gillis. 

The accident happened in the area of 532 
Southwick Street (Route 57) in Feeding 
Hills shortly after 6:30 p.m., Saturday, Aug. 
11. No other vehicles were involved, police 
said. 

The operator of the motorcycle — identi- 


fied as Aleksey Zhuk, 21, of Chicopee — was 
transported from the scene to Baystate Med- 
ical Center in Springfield by Agawam Fire 
Department paramedics. He was listed in 
critical condition on Monday. 

A preliminary investigation determined 
that the motorcycle was traveling west on 
Southwick Street at a high rate of speed 
when it collided with the utility pole. 

“While we believe that speed was a factor 
in this crash, other casual factors have not 
yet been determined and the investigation is 
ongoing,” Gillis said.

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Crash test teaches powertul lesson

CHICOPEE — The crash was horrifying. 
There was a sudden screech and the sound of 
glass breaking as the front windshield shat- 
tered. 

It happened twice to 18-year-old Mia Kru- 
zel of Chicopee, four or five times to West- 
field teen Raina Wesson and twice to Chel- 
sea Racicot. 

Agawam teens Gabie Mirolli and Kassie 
Pepper fared no better, suffering through 
their own collisions during a 45-minute ses- 
sion of “A Crash Course on Distracted Driv- 
ing” held last week at First American Insur- 
ance Agency on Front Street in Chicopee. 

In fact, not one of the 90 area teens who 
took part in the simulated driving exercise 
were able to navigate safely through six sce- 
narios without crashing at least once. 

They sat in large plastic replicas of a car’s 
front seat, facing an oversized computer 
screen in front of and on both sides of them, 
listening intently to information from speak- 
ers near their ears after they crashed that 
gave them tips on how the accident could 
have been avoided.

The simulated driving course, held in a 32- 
foot long mobile classroom, 1s sponsored by 
Arbella Insurance Group Charitable Foun- 
dation Inc. and features scenarios created 
at University of Massachusetts-Amherst as 
a result of studies conducted on distracted 
driving. 

Two included text messaging and students 
said they learned just how dangerous it is to 
use their cell phones while driving. 

Kruzel said her father signed her up for 
the course. The Providence College sopho- 
more has sent text messages while driving in 
the past, but never had an accident. “I know 
you are not supposed to do it, but I did it any- 
ways. I think a lot of people do,” she said. 

But after taking the course, Kruzel said 
she won’t text while driving anymore. 

“I was surprised when I crashed. I was 
reading a text message,” she said, referring 
to the message sent to all of the teens on 
their cell phones by instructor Topher Pan- 
one, who told them to read and answer it at 
certain points during designated scenarios. “I 
also learned a lot about looking for signs on 
the road and things that don’t have anything 
to do with texting and driving, which is like 
driving 100 yards on a football field without 
looking,” Kruzel said. “This is a great ex- 
perience and would be good for anyone, no 
matter how many years they have had their 
license.” 

Panone said the goal is to help teens who 
have a driver’s permit or have had their li- 
censes for three years or less learn about 
hazards on the road so they become better 
drivers. 

“It opens their eyes so they see more than 
what is directly in front of them,” he added, as 
he explained scenarios that included pedes- 
trians dashing out in front of cars in a cross- 
walk when the driver’s view was blocked, as 
well a motorcycle that ran a stop sign. In the 
case of the crosswalk, there was a sign warn- 
ing drivers that it was ahead, but it was easy 
to miss if the driver was distracted. 
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Gabie Mirolli of Agawam learned that drivers need to remain vigilant and 
aware of their surroundings at all times during “A Crash Course on Dis- 
tracted Driving” held in Chicopee recently. 


Muirolli said some of the hazards appeared 
without warning. 

“I was definitely surprised when I was 
taking a left turn at an intersection and a car 
came up from behind a truck. This course is 
definitely a good idea because your life is at 
stake when you are driving,’ she said. 

One of her crashes took place when she 
tried to read a text message. “I really won’t 
do it now,” she said. “The course was realis- 
tic and taught me that you really have to be 
aware when you are behind the wheel.” 

Pepper agreed. “I was surprised that I 
couldn’t text and drive without crashing. I 


have never tried it, but I didn’t think it would 
be that hard,” she said. “It’s a lot more dan- 
gerous than you think. This was a fun way to 
learn about something important.” 

Chelsea Racicot’s mother, Laurie Raci- 
cot, became so nervous as she watched her 
daughter crash that she had to sit down. “I 
think this course is absolutely phenomenal,” 
she said. “They need to bring it to every high 
school and have every student take it.” 

Wesson crashed three or four times. “It 
was scary when I didn’t know other cars 
were coming. I thought they would try to

Motorcycles 


are everywhere 


t was a case of déjà vu last weekend 

when Southwick Street in Feeding Hills 
was closed — for the second time in two 
months — due to a motorcycle crash result- 
ing in injuries. 

According to police, speed was a fac- 
tor in the one-vehicle crash that seri- 
ously injured a 21-year-old Chicopee 
man in the area of 532 Southwick St. 
on Saturday (see story, page 1). Two 
months ago, on June 24, a motorcyclist 
was involved in a crash with a sport 
utility vehicle in the area of 128 South- 
wick St., which resulted in two injuries. 
Both times, the road was closed while lo- 
cal and state police conducted their inves- 
tigation. 

With three people injured in serious 
crashes involving motorcycles on the 
same road in such a short span of time, we 
at the Agawam Advertiser News feel that 
now is the time to reiterate the most basic 
of driving instructions: check your speed. 

We’ve all seen those yellow bumper 
stickers alerting us to “Look twice, save a 
life” because motorcycles are everywhere. 
Yet we can’t help but feel that, while other 
drivers are doing what they can to ensure 
safety on the roads, motorcyclists should 
also strive to keep our roads safe. 

While we will concede that accidents 
can (and will!) happen occasionally — 
there are times when a collision may be 
unavoidable — we feel it’s necessary to re- 
mind our readers that many motor vehicle 
crashes can be avoided simply by reduc- 
ing our speed and eliminating driving dis- 
tractions such as cell phone use. 

And most importantly, always be aware 
of your surroundings. 

According to the Massachusetts Regis- 
try of Motor Vehicles, an accident with a 
motorcycle is more likely to occur when: 

e You are making a left turn in front of 
a rider. 

e A motorcyclist is riding in your blind 
spot. 
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e There are hazardous road conditions. 
Potholes, wet leaves, railroad tracks, and 
other obstructions may force a motorcy- 
clist to take an action you don’t expect. 

e You have an obstructed line of sight. 
Sport utility vehicles, delivery vans, and 
large trucks may block motorcyclists from 
your view. 

When the weather gets nice, we know 
motorcycle enthusiasts like to head out 
on the road to enjoy a windy ride, and 
we urge them to do so with caution. Keep 
yourself and other drivers safe on the 
roads this summer and the life you save 
may be your own.

trick us, but now I am more aware that you 
never know what is going to happen or what 
people are going to do,” she said. 

Chelsea Racicot crashed when she went 
through a stop sign she hadn’t expected. 
“This was helpful. It definitely made me 
more aware of the danger of texting and 
driving,’ she said, admitting she has done it 
behind the wheel. “The crash scared me.” 

Paone said some teens believe they can 
complete the course without crashing, while 
others know they will crash. “But they love 
it and think it’s awesome. It allows them to 
go through scenarios they will not be able to 
duplicate without getting hurt, and they tell 
me they learn from it.” 

Each teen was given a $15 gas card after 
completing the course and was instructed to 
go online at home and visit www.DistractU. 
com. 

The mobile van is visiting sites in Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and Rhode Island and 
the related Website informs visitors that dis- 
tracted driving is an epidemic in the U.S. In 
2009, about 6,000 people were killed and al- 
most half a million were injured in accidents 
related to distracted driving. In addition, dis- 
tracted driving accounted for 20 percent of 
all injury crashes during that year. 

Statistics also show that people who text 
message while driving are 23 percent more 
likely to be in a crash or barely avoid one. In

fact, studies have shown that driving while 
distracted is equivalent to driving with a 
blood alcohol level of .08. 

Jim Fiola said First American Insurance 
wanted to host the mobile training center 
because the incident of accidents that result 
from distracted driving is growing and new 
drivers are at real risk. “It addresses one of 
the major and growing concerns in driving,” 
he said. 

The teens were exposed to other distracted 
behaviors via a “distractology” dictionary. 
Terms in it included “textident” (an accident 
caused by texting), “smerging” (swerving 
while merging) and “fishmailing’” (losing 
control while e-mailing so that the car fish- 
tails). 

First American Insurance Human Re- 
source Director Noni Moran said everyone 
who took the course came out of the learning 
center smiling. 

“And they all said they learned how bad it 
is to be on the phone and text or talk when 
they are driving,” she added.

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Rebuilding the past piece by piece

President Teddy Roosevelt used wood/can- 
vas canoes — many of which were built in 
Maine — for his famous expeditions. Wood/ 
canvas canoes can be more easily damaged 
by rough use and require more annual main- 
tenance than modern canoes, but they stay 
cooler in the hot sun and are quieter in the 
water — making them ideal in the wilderness. 

They are also steeped in an American tra- 
dition from an era when canoes were hand 
crafted. Brown said this old-fashioned tech- 
nique is what drew him to the hobby. 

“Canoes from the 1940s and earlier feel 
more handmade and less mass produced,” 
said Brown. “You can still see old tool marks, 
different ways of attaching wood planking to 
the outer hull, different tacking patterns, and 
other marks left by the original builder.” 

Brown has restored five canoes so far, pay- 
ing about $100 for each one. Last November 
he launched his first restored canoe — a 1941 
Old Town HW he named “Ticonderoga” — at 
the Littleville Reservoir in Huntington. The 
“HW” indicates it is designed for large bod- 
ies of water. 

The burgundy canoe — its original color — is 
17 feet long. While “Ticonderoga” is the first 
restored canoe Brown launched, it’s not his 
first restoration. His first was a “guinea pig” 
that he practiced on but never used. It now sits 
under his porch. 

A labor of love 

Restoring a wood and canvas canoe is a 
labor of love for Brown, who spends most 
of the fall and winter months working on ca- 
noes in his garage. And, unlike restoring an 
antique car, no original or reproduction parts 
are available to purchase. 

“If I need a new part, I have to research it 
and then make it myself,’ said Brown. But he 
knew nothing about canoe restoration until 
he discovered the Wooden Canoe Heritage 
Association (WCHA). The WCHA and its 
members helped Brown learn how to restore 
canoes and how to fabricate his own parts 
(see sidebar story). 

He added that almost all the restoration 
steps are done by one person — from strip- 
ping off old varnish to building new decks to 
stretching new canvas to weaving new seats 
to painting the canoe. 

He does, however, have some family sup- 
port with other parts of his projects. His son, 
Eric, assists with the woodworking while his 
daughter, Kelsie, helps with the painting and 
other final finishes. 

Brown said the most important skill needed 
to restore an antique canoe is patience. 

“Every step is a project by itself. It can’t 
be rushed,’ he said. “A wood and canvas ca- 
noe consists of approximately 100 different 
pieces of wood custom-made for particular 
locations. Every rib and plank is different 
— and there are no straight or flat pieces in a 
wood canoe.” 

Fashioning replacement parts 

New pieces of wood for replacement parts 
must be precisely milled, sanded, soaked, 
steamed, bent, fitted, and fastened. To get 
the shapes he needs for a part, Brown steams 
wood pieces to 200 degrees in a homemade 
steam box. 

He then bends each piece into shape. New 
inside ribs are bent over the bottom of the 
canoe while other pieces are fashioned using 
forms he created specifically for each canoe 
to match its original parts. 

Once the wood comes out of the steamer, 
time is critical for the bending process. 

“The wood must be bent and clamped into

shape within 45 seconds — otherwise, it loses 
its flexibility and can’t be used,” he said. 

The frame of the outer hull includes the 
stems, the decks, the ribs, and the gunwales. 
The planking, seats, and horizontal cross 
members — called thwarts — are installed over 
the frame to provide stability. 

Brown uses wood from six different tree 
species. Decks are birch or oak, ribs are white 
cedar, the planking is red cedar, the inner 
gunwales are spruce, the outer gunwales are 
ash and the thwarts and seats are oak. 

Finishing touches 

All wood pieces are fastened together with 
brass nails, bronze screws, and nearly 2,500 
brass tacks. No steel fasteners are used be- 
cause they will rust in the wet environment. 
No adhesives are used, either. 

Once the wood pieces are reattached, a sin- 
gle piece of canvas is stretched over the outer 
hull. The canvas is waterproofed by applying 
filler — a thick paint — to the weave. The filler 
takes from five to six weeks to fully cure. 

When the filler cures, Brown varnishes the 
inside wood pieces with two to three coats of 
spar varnish and paints the canvas with three 
to four coats of marine enamel. The final step 
is to install the outer brass stem bands that 
protect the bow and stern from damage. 

“Each step is important in the overall pro- 
cess and, ultimately, the final outcome,” said 
Brown. “Most of the steps are unique to ca- 
noe-building, so each step is trial and error. 
But every time I learn a new skill.” 

Brown’s favorite restored canoe is a “trap- 
per” type canoe. Originally constructed in 
Canada by an unknown builder in the early 
1950s, the lightweight, 14-foot canoe has a 
wide, flat floor, making it highly maneuver- 
able in marshy shallow water where a trapper 
might set his traps. 

“These features make it perfect for me 
to carry and paddle alone, as well as to fly 
fish while standing,” Brown said. “I may sell 
some of my other canoes, but I will always 
keep this one.” 

A nearly century-old survivor 

Brown’s next project also will be one of 
the most unique and oldest canoes he has re- 
stored. It’s a 1913 Old Town HW model with 
closed gunwales. 

“The closed gunwales system was the first 
method used when canoes were made, but it 
was replaced by open gunwales around 1915. 
The closed gunwales tended to trap water in 
the canoe along the edges when it was tipped 
upside down to be stored. This caused mildew 
and rot,” he said. 

Brown added that he is amazed the canoe 
has survived for nearly a century. “Wood and 
water don’t go well together, so it’s surpris- 
ing that this canoe exists today. I love to take 
canoes that are 70 to 100 years old and bring 
them back to original or better-than-original 
condition.” 

Every canoe is different, but he said an av- 
erage restoration usually means new varnish 
on all wood, a few ribs, some new planking, 
new outwales, new canvas, new filler, paint, 
and hardware. 

“It takes me about 80 hours to do an av- 
erage restoration and costs about $500 in 
materials,” he said. “It’s a lot of time, but it 
gives me a more personal attachment to the 
completed boat.” 

Brown said when he restores a canoe it 
reminds him of the original builders decades 
ago. “They did the same work, the same way 
I do — and it makes me realize that it’s truly a 
lost art to restore these bits of history.”

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Restorers revive, preserve 
canoeing’s heritag

fter Joe Brown bought his first an- 
tique canoe to restore, he realized he 
didn’t know where to start. 

His dilemma was quickly solved and 
many of his questions were soon an- 
swered when he discovered — and joined 
— the Wooden Canoe Heritage Associa- 
tion (WCHA). 

The WCHA is a non-profit member- 
ship organization devoted to preserving, 
studying, building, restoring, and using 
wooden and bark canoes. It disseminates 
information about canoeing heritage 
throughout the world and has helped to 
drive a recent resurgence in wood and 
canvas canoes. 

The New Hampshire-based organiza- 
tion has about 1,600 members who, like 
Brown, enjoy purchasing and restoring 
wood canoes. There are 20 local WCHA 
chapters — including one in the United 
Kingdom. 

“The WCHA is a valuable organization 
for anyone interested in restoring canoes 
or who simply wants to enjoy them,” said 
Brown. “Their website has a forum sec- 
tion where members can ask and answer 
questions about all aspects of canoes. The 
forum section was very helpful to me in 
answering my questions.” 

WCHA also publishes a bi-monthly 
magazine, Wooden Canoe. It provides 
members with information and articles 
about building and restoring canoes, ca- 
noe tripping and wilderness skills, stories 
about the romance of the wooden canoe, 
and news about the WCHA and its local 
area chapters. 


Tracking a canoe’s history 

Brown said the WCHA serial number 
forum is a way for members to document 
the age and history of their canoes. Build 
records survive for several canoe com- 
panies, including Old Town, Carleton, 
Kennebec, and St. Louis Boat and Canoe 
Company. Other companies sometimes 
coded useful information into their serial 
numbers. 

To learn what their canoe’s serial 
number can tell them, members can post 
the serial number to the WCHA’s Serial 
Number Forum. 

“The age of a canoe can often be deter- 
mined by a specific design change made 
in the canoe itself. This provides a time- 
frame that is within a few 
years, but a more accurate 
date can be obtained from 
serial numbers stamped into 
the canoes,” said Brown. 

For example, restorers 
can request of a copy of a 
canoe’s original build record 
from the Old Town Canoe 
Company. “This provides 
all sorts of information, 
such as the name of original 
purchaser, where and how 
the canoe was shipped, who 
fitted certain parts, and even 
the original colors.” 


Canoe enthusiasts’ 


annual gathering 

Each year, the WCHA 
hosts its annual Assembly, 
a five-day long gathering 
of wood canoe enthusiasts 
from around the world. The 
Assembly features work- 
shops and programs on ca- 
noe building and restoration, 
paddling skills, wood canoe 
history, kids’ programs and 
more. 

The Assembly typically 
attracts more than 300 mem- 
bers and 200 canoes. Brown 
and his son Eric attended the 
2012 WCHA Assembly that 
was held in late June on the 
campus of Paul Smith’s Col- 
lege in Paul Smiths, N.Y., in 
the Adirondack Mountains. 

This year’s gathering cel- 
ebrated Old Town canoes 
— the most popular wooden

canoes until the introduction of more 
modern materials. They were built by 
the historic canoe company of the same 
name. The company, still located in Old 
Town, Maine, was established more than 
100 years ago. It’s the largest and best 
known American canoe manufacturer. 

“The assembly is amazing because 
you can finally meet people who you 
have been ‘conversing’ with online. And, 
you get to spend time with people who 
love canoes. The added bonus of seeing 
more than 200 canoes provides plenty of 
ideas and answers many questions,” said 
Brown. 

Brown said the assembly also offers 
seminars by professional builders, in- 
cluding demonstrations and workshops 
on canoe construction and restoration/re- 
pair as well as instructional courses on 
canoe skills. 

One of the highlights for Brown this 
year was seeing the WCHA’s all-color 
2013 calendar that was sold at the As- 
sembly. The calendar features 15 photos 
of canoe-related subject matters — in- 
cluding one that Brown submitted. It’s a 
photo of his 1941 Old Town HW named 
“Ticonderoga” that his son took shortly 
after the restored canoe was launched for 
the first time last November. 

“It’s quite an honor to be selected,” he 
said. In addition to the photo, there is a 
brief description of the canoe, the loca- 
tion of the photo, and Brown’s name.

Pignatare is also proud of the little things, 
like the framed black and white photograph 
by the cash register from his first day of 
business, offerings of gently-used American 
flags to good homes and the eye-catching “I 
Love Being a Dad” sticker and picture of his 
three daughters, Judith, Carol and Rose, for 
all to see in the customer area. 

The property, built in 1955 by Yankee Oil, 
was always a gas station. Pignatare added 
the canopy and new pumps in 1989, along 
with a car wash and inspection bay. 

Most recently, he worked with a team of 
three full-timers and four part-timers at the 
service station, the biggest staff he’s ever 
had to date. 

“Most staff has been 5 or 6 years, some 
even longer. I’ve had a lot of employees 
over the years and they’ve all left on good 
terms,’ he said. 

He also noted that there were a number 
of moments that ranked at the top of his list 
within his years of service. Meeting people 
from town and helping them when they 
needed it was his favorite thing about going 
to work every day. 

“I told my brother when we opened up

the door that I only want to shave one face 
in the morning. Doing what I could to help 
people out without excessively charging for 
anything was being honest. I’m an Agawam 
boy and that’s where we are,” he said. 

Pignatare grew up on Royal Street near

“I would like to thank everybody for the 
years of patronage that they gave me and 
hope that in the future that they make out 
well wherever they go,” he said.

HE Hampden County Physician Associates, LLC 


www.hampdencountyphysicians.com 


Immunizations essential for 


healthy 


SPRINGFIELD - Dr. John Snyder of Bay- 
state Children’s Hospital firmly believes vac- 
cinations ought to be on every child’s back-to- 
school checklist. 

“One of the best gifts you can give your 
children today is to have them vaccinated and 
to stay up-to-date on the recommended vac- 
cines before the new school year begins,” said 
Dr. Snyder, who serves as medical director at 
Baystate High Street Health Center - Pediat- 
rics. 

“Its also a good idea not to wait until the 
last minute so you are not caught in the rush 
for exams and vaccinations that doctors see 
at their offices just before school starts,” he 
added. 

Most vaccines are given during the first five 
to six years of life, when children are most 
vulnerable to infections. Other immunizations 
are recommended during adolescent or adult 
years and, for certain vaccines, booster immu- 
nizations are recommended throughout life. 

According to Dr. Snyder, by state law, 
children must be up-to-date on their required 
immunizations to start school. Immunization 
requirements as listed by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health are: 

Two doses of measles, mumps and 
rubella (MMR) vaccine for entry to kindergar- 
ten, 7-8th grade, full-time college freshmen- 
sophomores, and health science students. 

Two doses of varicella (chicken pox) 
vaccine for entry to kindergarten, 7-8th grade, 
full-time college freshmen and sophomores, 
and health science students. 

One dose Tdap for entry to 7-8th 
grade, full-time college freshmen, and health 
science students. The Tdap booster dose, rec- 
ommended by the Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC) for preteens at ages 11 or 12 years for 
protection against tetanus, diphtheria and per- 
tussis (whooping cough), became a require- 
ment for Massachusetts schoolchildren last

year. 

“Children initially receive protection against 
these bacteria with the DTaP vaccine. The 
problem is that as kids grow older, the vaccine 
loses its effectiveness. So, preteens and teens 
need to get what we now call a Tdap booster 
dose, which is important not only to protect 
them, but those around them, especially ba- 
bies and the elderly,” said Dr. Snyder. 

“More than ever before, the Tdap booster 
dose is especially important in light of the 
number of elevated cases of pertussis now 
being reported in neighboring New York and 
across the country,” he added about the highly 
contagious respiratory disease that continues 
to infect hundreds of people in Massachusetts 
every year. 

Dr. Snyder says vaccines are the only safe, 
effective way to protect your child from seri- 
ous and sometimes deadly diseases, and sug- 
gests talking to your child’s doctor if you have 
concerns over the safety or efficacy of vacci- 
nation. 

While there has been public controversy 
about the relationship between vaccines and 
autism reported by the media, the concerns 
are unfounded, he noted. 

“Vaccines are extremely safe, and the sci- 
entific evidence has shown no relationship 
between vaccines and autism,” said Dr. Sny- 
der, echoing the conclusions of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics (AAP), of which he is 
a member, and the Institute of Medicine. 

Parents should follow the vaccination 
schedule provided by the Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC), which is designed by experts 
to ensure maximum protection and safety for 
children at various ages. You can find sched- 
ules online at www.aap.org/immunization or 
www.cdc.gov/vaccines/schedules/.

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Quilt memorializes organ, 
tissue donors 


The Agawam Public Library will have 
on display this month, a panel of “Loving 
Squares,” a quilt sponsored by LifeChoice 
Donor Services (LifeChoice), the organ pro- 
curement organization serving counties in 
Connecticut and Massachusetts. 

Each square on the quilt was hand-stitched 
by local families to commemorate the lives 
of their loved ones who gave the gift of life 
through organ and tissue donation. 

In 2002, LifeChoice started the local quilt 
to offer families a meaningful way to com- 
memorate their loved one. The last stitch 


on the quilt will remain open, as the quilt 
will never be finished. On the quilt, there 
are lyrics to songs, birth and death dates, 
photographs, drawings, and remnants of a 
wedding dress, all held together to share an 
important message with the community, that 
one decision can save lives.

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limited due to the fact there are only five tennis courts. 

“People are paying for their kids to take part in the 
camp,” said Cookish. “I don’t want to have kids stand- 
ing around. That’s not what they sign up for.” 

Cookish, who resides in Agawam, said he spends time 
running the camp because he enjoys seeing the children 
get exposure to tennis at a young age. Tennis is not a 
typical sports played by the youth like soccer, basket- 
ball, or baseball, so gaining some interest in a sport that 
is offered at the high school level is important to him.

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Motivating the masses at Active Lifestyle Fitness

AGAWAM — The doors to Active Life- 
style Fitness studio officially opened May 
1, and since then, owner Ashley Brodeur’s 
business has doubled since moving into the 
renovated Agawam mill building space lo- 
cated at 168 Elm St. 

“It’s not just about being affordable. It’s 
about having accessible fitness coaches and 
learning opportunities for people so they can 
learn about their bodies to keep themselves 
fit and stay fit,” she said. 

Four staff members work with Brodeur to 
help create the fun schedule of group classes 
that has something for everyone.

“When you’ve got 30 people out there do- 
ing a boot camp, the energy is amazing.

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Casting a critical eye on health 
care payments reform

BOSTON — Two local legislators, each with Agawam 
within his constituency, voted in opposite ways on the recent- 
ly passed health care payments reform bill. Each explained his 
views in separate interviews Aug. 6. 

State Sen. James T. Welch, D-West Springfield, voted in 
favor of the bill, formally known as Health Care Cost Con- 
trol and Payment Reform. According to Welch, it was “a very 
detailed piece of legislation” and that final passage followed 
only after the emergence of distinct House and Senate bills, 
and a good deal of wrangling over their differences. But he is 
optimistic that a sound bill resulted. 

Meanwhile, state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-Southwick, 
voted ‘no’ on the bill. 

Passage didn’t happen until the last day of the session, 
Tuesday, July 31. Such last-minute theatrics often occur in the 
case of complex legislation, Welch said, because “‘the ticking 
of the clock turns out to be an important motivating factor” in 
getting the job done. 

The bill, at heart, creates a measure for health care cost 
containment. Between 2013 and 2017, it is the policy of Mas- 
sachusetts that the health care industry should not grow any 
more quickly that the state’s economy, as measured by the 
increase in the gross state product (GSP). 

Between 2018 and 2022, the official goal is that the health 
care industry’s expansion be slightly below the growth in the 
GSP, perhaps as much as 0.5 percent below. 

How will this be achieved? In part at least by paperwork: 
every health care provider group that operates in Massachu- 
setts must register with the state and regularly report on fi-

nancial performance, market share, cost trends, and quality 
measures. The legislation establishes a special commission to 
track price variation; it is to determine and quantify both good 
and bad factors contributing to such variations. 

The threshold for these registration/paperwork requirements 
is set in a fairly complicated way and may still be subject to 
interpretation and regulatory work. But provider groups ap- 
pear to be exempt if they have fewer than 15,000 patients, and 
if they have less than $25 million in “annual net patient ser- 
vice revenue from carriers [insurers, HMOs, and the like].” 

Another means to the end of cost containment is the devel- 
opment with official encouragement of a new sort of health 
care organization, called an Accoutable Care Organization, 
within which Doctors will accept flat fees to manage the care 
of a given group of patients. Traditional fee-for-service medi- 
cine will also surely continue: the bill doesn’t require that any 
specific provider become an ACO. 

Welch said he is confident that the result is a strong bill 
that balances the two competing needs. On the one hand, too 
much interference with the work of doctors and other health 
care providers could do real harm to their effectiveness. On 
the other in the absence of any limits to the growth of that 
industry it could, the senator said, become a drain on the rest 
of the state. 

Boldyga, on the other hand, expressed unhappiness with 
the fact that a bill this complicated — and 350 pages long 
— wasn’t set in front of him in complete form until just hours 
before he was expected to vote on it. 

Further, there is no reason to expect it will work, he said. 
Specifically, “There is no evidence that ACOs have cut the 
cost of health care anywhere.” 

In more general terms, Boldyga said that he has heard from 
providers who are concerned that the requirements will create 
significant extra costs and burdens for them. He is concerned 
about that, he said, and he also disagrees with essence of the 
bill, the idea of capping the size of the health care industry 
against the GSP. 

“You're basically comparing apples with carrots” by using 
such a measure, he added. 
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
